Please add the following new claims: 

18. (new) A practice putting pad for use with a golf ball and a putter having a head, the head 
having a toe, a heel, a length, and a face, said practice putting pad comprising: 

a flexible sheet having a surface and a longitudinal axis; 

said flexible sheet fabricated from a layer of soft polyester fabric backed with a layer of 
open ceill rubber; 

a putter toe line disposed upon said surface parallel to said longitudinal axis; 
a putter heel line disposed upon said surface parallel to said longitudinal axis; and, 
said flexible sheet having a thickness of no greater than one sixteenth of an inch, so that 
when said practice putting pad is placed upon a support surface and a golf ball is placed upon 
said practice putting pad and struck with the putter so that the golf ball leaves said practice 
putting pad, a path of the golf ball will not be altered as the golf ball leaves said practice putting 
pad. 

19. (new) The practice putting pad according to Claim 18, further including: 

said practice putting pad roUable along said longitudinal axis into a cylindrical shape 
having a diameter no greater than one and one half inches. 

20. (new) The practice putting pad according to Claiml9, further including: 

when imrolled from said cylindrical shape, said practice putting pad will lay flat upon a 
support surface. 
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21. (new) The practice putting pad according to Claim 18, further including: 

said putter toe line spaced apiart from said putter heel line by about the length of the putter 
head, so that when the head of the putter is placed upon said practice putting pad with the face 
perpendicular to said longitudinal axis, the toe of the putter resides upon the putter toe line and 
the heel of the putter resides upon the putter heel line. 

22. (new) The practice putting pad according to Claim 21, further including: 

said putter toe line having an outside boundary; 
said putter heel line having an outside boundary; and, 

a perpendicular distance between said outside boundary of said putter toe line and said 
outside boundary of said putter heel line being about five inches. 

23. (new) The practice putting pad according to Claim 22, further including: 

said putter toe line and said putter heel line being about one quarter of an inch wide. 

24. (new) The practice putting pad according to Claim 18, further including: 

said practice putting pad roUable along said longitudinal axis into a cylindrical shape 
having a diameter no greater than one and one half inches; 

when unrolled from said cylindrical shape, said practice putting pad will lay flat upon a 
support surface; 

said putter toe line spaced apart from said putter heel line by about the length of the putter 
head, so that when the head of the putter is placed upon said practice putting pad with the face 
perpendicular to said longitudinal axis, the toe of the putter resides upon the putter toe line and 
the heel of the putter resides upon the putter heel line; 

said putter toe line having an outside boundary; 

said putter heel line having an outside boundary; 

a perpendicular distance between said outside boimdary of said putter toe line and said 
outside boundary of smd putter heel line being about five inches; and, 

said putter toe line and said putter heel line being about one quarter of an inch wide. 
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25. (new) A practice putting pad for use with a golf ball and a putter having a head, the head 
having a toe, a heel, a length, and a face, said practice putting pad comprising: 

a flexible sheet having a surface and a longitudinal axis; 

a putter toe line disposed upon said surface parallel to said longitudinal axis; 

a putter heel line disposed upon said surface parallel to said longitudinal axis; and, 

said putter toe line spaced apart from said putter heel line by about the length of the putter 
head, so that when the head of the putter is placed upon said practice putting pad with the face 
perpendicular to said longitudinal axis, the toe of the putter resides upon the putter toe line and 
the heel of the putter resides upon the putter heel line. 

26. (new) The practice putting pad according to Claim 25, further including: 

said putter toe line having an outside boundary; 
said putter heel line having an outside boundary; and, 

a perpendicular distance between said outside boundary of said putter toe line and said 
outside boundary of said putter heel line being about five inches. 

27. (new) The practice putting pad according to Claim 26, further including: 

said putter toe line and said putter heel line being about one quarter of an inch wide. 

28. (new) The practice putting pad according to Claim 25, further including: 

said flexible sheet fabricated from a layer of soft polyester fabric backed with a layer of 
open cell rubber; and, 

said flexible sheet having a thickness of no greater than one sixteenth of an inch, so that 
when said practice putting pad is placed upon a support surface and a golf ball is placed upon 
said practice putting pad and struck with the putter so that the golf ball leaves said practice 
putting pad, a path of the golf ball will not be altered as the golf ball leaves said practice putting 
pad. 
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29. (new) The practice putting pad according to Claim 28, further including: 

said practice putting pad roUable along said longitudinal axis into a cylindrical shape 

having a diameter no greater than one and one half inches; and, 

when unrolled from said cylindrical shape, said practice putting pad will lay flat upon a 

support surface; 
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
